"IE $93 HMimflers of the New-T eff:ment , not of the Letter, 
>> s but of the Spirit, 2 Cor 3.6, ; 

After the diſpenſation of the Law, which was a ſ}a- 
dow of good things to come; and after the diſpenſation 
of the Prophets, who foretoll of better days, and of a better ſtate to 
come, then the days ard ſtate under the Law was; it pleaſed God firſt to 
ſend the fore-runzer John the Bajriſt, 12 the ſpirit and power of Eli- 
as, to prepare the way for the King and his K:ngdum; and then to ſend 
the King himſelf tu the fulneſs of hz ſpirit , to gather Diſciples to 
him, and to furniſh them with a comrpetem meaſzure of the ſame ſpirit, 

to raiſe up a Spiritual Seed to hm, ia whom he would ſet up his King- 
dow, dwelling, walking, and reigning there, cauſi »g his Light to ſhine 

om thence round atour the Earth, as from his holy City, founded up- 
oa his holy Hill of Sion, 

Now thoſe D:{ ciples or IMirniflers whom he choſe to raiſe 1p this ho- 
ly Seed unts him, he made fit aud able to mmſter bis New Covenant, 
by which it was to beraiſed : yea he furailted them with ſuch a power 
of his Spirit, that they were able through hm to miniſter , not in the 
Letter ( as the old Crvenant was mimſtred, which left the people ſtill 
dead : nay, becauſe of the traiſgreſſing nature, made the offence 4- 
tonnd, and ſ» encreaſed death upon them ) bus in the quickmug ſpirit, 
which raiſeth from death, and bringeth intathe light of the lining, to 
walk with the living God towards the land of Eternal reſt and peace, 
So that that which they mimſtred was Spirit, and that which they nsi- 
#'ſtred to, waſp ritual, By the power of the ſpirit , 1n preaching the 
living Word of Faith, the; reached through the vail to that which lay 
in death, they [firred'up a living Principle , and min'ſired life to ut 
through the ſpirit,Gal.3.5. and ſuch as were born of this living Prins 
ciple, they taught to live 11 the ſpirit, to walk in the ſþ.rit, to be made 
perfett by the ſpirit, and not to run back ts the Miniſtratioz If the 
Letter ( 4s was proper fur the Tews in their day ) after the manner of 
the former diſpenſation, but to keep inthe livias Prixciple, to grow up 
A 2 113 


1n the Seed , into the etersal life and immortaluty of the Goſpel. 

Mark well, (O ye Chriſtians, wha deſire eternal life) the differen + 
way of Mmiſtration between the Law and Goſpel. The Lav was a 
Ainiftration of the Letter , in which they were to wait for aſſiſtance 
from the Spirit, by which they might be kept inthe fathof , andbe 
made obedient to the Law, Nehem.9.20, The Goſpel i a Miniſtra- 
tion of the Spirit, wherein they are to begia with the ſpirit , and to go 
04 with the ſpirit; not to gather outward Kules out of the Letter, from 
what ts written or ſpoken, but to keep to the living Principle, and feel 
refreſhment to that, in reading or hearing what 1s written or ſpoken by 
the Spirit, And this the Scriptures being read ,. or any one ſpeaking 
ſrom God being heard, it is mingled with faith, and becomes profitable, 
feeding and refreſhing the young tender plantythe living Principle, and 
cauſing ut to grow up into God : whereas whatever us underftood,or re- 
cerved, or held out of this, feeds but the earthly, and doth but thicken 
the vail ever the living Seed, to which the K 1ngdom belongs , and to 
which the Goſ} pel PP ſe ent tobe preached to raiſe u, that it might live, 
and thrive, and grow up intoits ſtature, that ſo it might inherit, 

The Kingdom of Heaven is at hand, ſaid John the Baptiſt;ar, 
3-2. It is come unto you, ſaid Chriſt , Mat. 12.28. that Power of 
Life which was made manifeſt in him, wat it: and this Kingdom us al- 

. fo within you, ſaith Chriſt tothe Phariſees, Luk. 17. 21. 4 he Phart- 
ſees demanded of him when the Kingdom of God ſhould come? It cont. 
eth not, ſaith he, with outward ſhew or obſervation, it cometh not that 
way you look for it, to wit, by the manifeſtation of an outward glorious 
King, to reign ontwardiy in the Common-wealth of the outward 1ſ- 
rael: but the Kingdom 1s within you, How was it within them? Chriſt 
explains to them in another place, it was in them likg a Grain of Mu- 
ftard-Seed; it was the leaſt of all the Seeds 1n their hearts, There were 
many great ſeeds of darkyeſs there , but yet there was a'ſ» one little 
Seed of Light. It was there, as well as the reſt (though leſs then them 
all) and did ſometimes caſt ſome glimmerings of light, and of its ſhi- 
ning in the darkneſs, though the darkyeſs could not comprehend it. 
Thrs Seed was alſo lthened to leauen, which being rece;ved by faith 1n« 
t9 the lump, would leaven the whole lump, and bring tt into the ſavor 
and Dominion of the Kingdom. Now the Miniſtry of the Apoſtles 
was to turn men from Satan's Kingdom to this K mgdomfrom his large 
compaſs of Domimon in the heart, to this narrow Seed; from his great 
Y 1err;- 


Territories of darkyeſs , to this little Principle of Light ; from hi s 
great Power of Death, to this little weak, T hing of God, wherein the 

Erernal Power and Ged-head is made manifeſt , as this comes to be 6= 

pened and encreaſed by the Spirit. Here light 1s ſown for ther ghte- 

ous, ad joy for the upright 11 heart;, where it 1s to grow up , and from 

whence it 15 to be reaped after its growth to perfeition. 

Oh how long have Chriſtians ( ſo called ) waned the Spirit ! How 
bave they wear yed themſelves, in running to and fro about the Letter, 
fo find out themindof God, and are ftill unſatisfied concermng it, and 
even drowned it fleſhly imaginations ad contentions about it | They 
ſeek, to have that ſatisfied, which 1s not to be ſatisfied : They ſeth to . 
have that kyow, which is not to know t they offer to God the ſerice, 
faith, and obedience of that which he will not accept; keep that from 
him which he calls for. They ſeek for the Spirit in the Letter ,accor- 
ding to the manner of the Law, but wait not to feel it in the Seed, 
 quickening the Seed, ra:ſing up the Seed, and dwelling in the Seed, 

whither Chriſt and hs Apoſtles direfted to. wait for it. They looke for 
that knowledge, that faith, that life, that ſpirit from words written, 
which the Apoſile preached was to be waited for from the word im the 
heart. And by this means they raiſe up ſeveral buildings, and get va- 
rims kinds of knowledge, each according to his underſtanding and ap- 
prehenſions of the Letter , every ſort being very corfident concerning 
their own apprehenſtons that they are the right : And thus they wander 
from the City of the living God, and from the living knowledge, buils 
ding up Images, ſome outwardly, ſome in their minds, ſome more groſs, 
ſome more refined; but all more or leſs who are not acquainted with the 
ling knowledge and truths of God, but have gathered apprehenſions 
with the wrong tool from the Letter, have ſet up ſomewhat elſe inſtead 
of the true Life and Power, (The knowledge ofthe true God, which ts 
life eternal) the knowledge of the true Chriſt (whom no man can indeed 
call Lord, but by the ſpirit ) the knowledge of the everlaſting Goel 
(which alone 15 read 1# the ſpirit) the knowledge of the ſpirit ( which 
alone ts read in the Seed) theſe are ſtrange things to the ſeveral genera- 
trons of the C hriſt:ans of this age who commonly know no more of them, 
then according tothe apprehenſions they have taken in concerning thens, 
even from that wiſdom and underſtanding which hath not a capacity in 
It to receive them, but muſt be deſtroyed before theſe things can be uns 
derſtond artght, 1 Cor.1.19. O that ye could read in the eternal light - 
ef life ! O Chr:ſtians, Chriſtians, O that ye conld ſee huw your unders 
ſtandings, and knowledge from the Letter ſtand as much in yur way, 

as 
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& ever the Jews did-ia theirs, and muſt be broken down as flat as ever 
theirs was, before the foundation of the Kingdom can be laid , and the 
building of eternal life reared up 1 your hearts, Be nt offended at 
my zeal for the Lord my God, and for your ſouls. It hath coſt me very 
dear, what I teſtiſie to you # the ſimpl:city and imegrity of my heart, 
and this I know to be moſt certainly true, that that ſp:;rit of man which 
without the leadings of the eternal Light hath neſtled 1t ſelf in the let- 
ter. got a ſeat of wiſdom and kyowledge there,ra:ſed up a building from 
thence,either of inward or outward Worſhip, will be diſfetled (> driven 
therce,even by that wery ſpirit which gave forth the Letter, And when 
this is doue, and God's | Kg again opereth the Letter, O how ſweet how 
profitable, how clear, how refreſhing will it bez being read 1a the light 
of the ſpirit, & ta the faith which 75 11 C hr-ſt Jeſus, which ts begotten 
 1nthe heart by the word of Faith, which ts n gh there: From that light, 
from that ſpring { as the Lord pleaſed to open, exlarge aznd fill the Veſ- 
fel) all the words of the holy men of God came; and in that alone they 
* hive their ſweetneſs, freſhneſs, vertue and fulneſs: but how to read the 
words outwardly written keeping to that , and underſtanding them in 
that ( and how to keep out the natural man with his natural underſtans 
ding, which kyoweth not the things of the Spirit, nor cas kaow or re- 
ceive them, 1 Cor.2,14s) 1s a myſtery to them whs have not been tur= 
ned inwards to this word, nor have kaown or heard his voice, The Lord 
"Y recovering the Myſterie of Life : and as that appears, the Ayſteris 
of Death under all its paint ( under all its painted Faith painted Love, 
ainted Knowledge,painted Obed:ence, pa ated Daties,Crdinaices, and 
Worſhip) will be made manifeſt. Happy is he, whoſe 1award Bu lding 
will ſtand, whoſe Gold will abide the fire and everlaſting Burnings of 
the jealous God, whoſe, Eye-ſalve was bought of the true $þurit, n hoſe 
raiment is right SPun:bat exceeding hard wil it go with that man,whon 
the Lird (when he cometh to ſearch him) ſhall nt find a right inward 
Jew, as he tw4h; h mſelf to be, nor truly circumciſed by the Lords eter- 
nal Spirit wth the light thereof, but onely by ſuch a circumcoiſing kyife 
as he himſelf had formed out of the letter of the Scriptures. T his # the 
great miſery of Chriſtians,the vail lies over their hearts,even the ſame 
va;l which covered the Letter of Moles fram the Jews, and they are 
groping afterthe mind of Goa mm the Letter , but the life is hd fron 
them,even 4s it was from the Jews: becauſe they alſs ſay they ſee, 
' that they have the life & the Fpirit, therefore the vail remains, the 
caul of iniquity ſurrounds them,ſ1 that they cannot ſee into that which 
mags fi SR it but remain jet captivity and boudage to theE ny

Query 1, Hether the F ourth Commandement , | 
expreſt, Exod. 20. be not morall and 
| perpetnall, as well as the other nine beg 


yea or no ? 


Auſwer. That Covenant, which God made with the Jews 
at mount Horeb, when they came out of the Land of Egypt, 
was notto be perpetuall, but to make way for that Cove- 
' nant, Prieſthood, Law-giver-and Law which was to be per- 
petuall, That Law, ſogiven forth, made nothing perfe&, but 
was a continuall hand-writing of Ordinances againſt the 
Jews,and the very Salvation of the Jews was by another Co- 
venant and by the Laws thereof, Dext, 30 11. By which 
Covenant and by which Law they might be made perfedt, 
and come to the better hope, Which other Covenant 7is the 
Covenant of Grace, or the Law of the Spirit of Life in Chriſt 
Jeſus, or the Worq which is nigh in the mouth and in the 
heart, and ſpeaks [Life to them that can hear and believe the 
joyfull ſound of it. | 

Now that this former Covenant was not to abide, but to 
giveplaceto the other, ſee Heb, $, Which treateth of the 
New Covenant, For Ged's ſpeaking of a New Covenant, 
importeth that he himſelt hath made che firſt Old, ver. 13, 
It had hada long continuance among that. people of the 
Jews; but now againſt the coming of Chriſt, who was to be 
Mediator of a better Covenant, v. 6. even of a New Cove- 

nant 


nant, v. $, as it had been long AREA and waxing Old 
So now it was ready to vaniſh away, aSv. 13. : 
And indeed it was neceſſary it ſhould paſs away,for it was not 
faultleſs. Flow net faultleſs ? was there any ſin is the Holy Law & 
Mimfſtration of God by Moſes? can there any juſt blame be found in any 
thing that proceeded from the Lord ? Nay ſurely, the miniſtration 
of Moſes was holy and withour blame; but it was weak 
chrough the fleſh, ( Rows, 8.3, ) and therefore God would 
lay thar aſide, ſo far as it was weak, and ſuited to the weake 
neſs ofa fleſhly people, and bring inſtead thereof a miniftra- 
tion of the Law in the Spirit, which ſhould be lively, and 
powerfull, and eftetua!l in the Sprrits of his people, 

That which God aimed at in a Covenant, was to keep him 
and his people together : Now this Covenant was weak on 
che peoples part, they continued not in it, and fo, accordiug 
to thatCovenant, God diſ-regarded them, vy, 9, Now God 
finding this Covenant not able to efte& his purpoſe of Love 
cowards his people, he finds faulc with ic, bringing forth a- 
nother or ſecond, which this gives place to, v, 7, And this 
other Covenant, or New Covenant 1s not according to that; 
How not according to that ? Why thus : It was not written out- 
wardly, as that was : Not according to that which I made with 
their Fathers, when I took them by the hand to lead them out of the 
Land of Egypt, ver, 9, For / will put my Laws in their mind, and 
write them in their hearts, ver, 10, And here they ſhall learn 
the knowledge of God every one from the leaſt to the great = 
eſt, v, 11, Sothat all the Children of this Covenant (hall be taught 
of the Lord, and learn ghe Law from his mourh ; not as it 
was given at mount Sas ( which miniftration was to the 
children of the Old Covenant) but hs it goes forth ont of S;- 
ex, and from yon av eG which is above, which is the mother 
of all the children of this Covenant, and nouriſheth them. 
not with the Law of Moſes, but with the milk of her own 
breaſts. 

Now if any think to reſtrain this to the types and ſhadows 
of the Law, they therein err: for the main Covenant was the 


Lay of Commandements ,which they ſtill broke, worthipping

other Gods, making Images 3, likeneſſes, taking his Name 
in vain, prophaning his Sabbaths, and ſo of the reſt, It is 
true,7 he firſt Covenart had a worldly Santtuary,a T abernacle where- 
in was the CandleFtich, cc, But the chief matter of the Cove- 
nant was the cen words, therefore the Tables wherein it was 
written werecalled the Tables of the Covenant, or the Ta- 
bles wherein the Covenant was contained, Heb, 9. 4. Yea the 
ten words are expreſly called the Covenant ir ſelf, Dext.4-13. 
Obſerve therefore diligently theſe few things following in 
the fear of the Lord, 

Firſt, the ten Commandements, given by Moſes from 
mount Horeb, was the Covenant which God made with the 
Jevvs, when he took them by the hand to lead them out of 
the Land of Egypr. 

Secondly, T hat Covenant God found fault vvith, becauſe 
it was not able ( through the weakneſs of the fleſh in their 
parts )to keep them to God, 

Thirdly, Againſt Chriſt's coming God provideth a New 
Covenant, a better Covenant for him to be Mediator of, 
which Covenant was not outvvard like the former, buc in- 
vvard, put in the mind, vvrit in the heart. As the people 
was invvyard, the Sandury inward, the Ark invvard, The Ta- 
bles of the. Covenant invvard,ſo the Covenant it ſelfand the 
Writing of it was invvardalſo, And this Covenant, as it is 
onely written in the Spirit, and in that which is Spirituall ; 
So it cannot be read in the Letter, 

Fourthly, That where-everthis New Covenant cometh, 
the other waxeth old, whether to a-Perſon or People, Where 
ever the Lavv of the Spirit of Life is made manifeſt, the Law 
of the Letter is ſvvallovvedup init, and is knovyn no more, 
bur as 1t is comprehended, appeareth and is brought forch 
init, And he that is in the Spirit, and hath received the 
' Lawof Life from the Spirit, knov veth not Chrift after the 
fleſh, hovv much leſs Acſes ? but taking the vyhole miniftra- 
tion of Xoſes in the Spirit, not onely the ten Commande- 
ments,buc all the Sacrifices and other typesalſo, here they 
are ovvned and received, even in Chriſt the ſubſtance: but 
the ten Commandements, ſo far #s they vvere a ſhadovv,paſs 
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avvay .

avvay before the Son of Righteouſneſs, as vvell as the other 
types and ſhadovvs of the Lavy, 

Obj. But was thereany thing of the ten words aſtkadow ? Do they 
zot all command abiding things ? p 

Anſ. Moſes his whole Miniſtration ( as it tood in the let- 
ter withour) was but a ſhadow of the fulneſs and perfe&tion 
of that Miniſtry of che Spuir, which was to come, and to be 
ſet up by the Son in his houſe, Hebr. 3:5,6. Moſes his people® 
but a ſhadow of the ſpiritual people, Hoſes his Priefts and Sa. 
crifices, but a ſhadow of the ſpiritual Prieſts and Sacrifices, 
Moſes his Law in the letter miniftred from Mount $12ar, but a 
ſhadow of Chrifts law in the ſpirit to be miniſtred from 
Mount $2», (2 Cor.3.10,11.) The Law it ſelf which was given 
by him, bur a ſhadow of the grace and truth which came by 
Jelus Chriſt,Joh.1.17.0f whoſe fulnels every believer receives 
a portion of the ſame Grace, evez Grace for Grace, v.16,which 
Grace is to be his Teacher, korh of what he ſhould deny and 
turn from, and how he ſhould live and carry himſelf both 
towards Ged and man, Tit. 2.11,12. Look particularly on 
the Commandments, and ſee if there will nor appear fome- 
thing of a ſhadow in them. 42) 

The fuſt commandment to that people,7T hat they ſhould have 
noxe other Gods ( like the heathen ) but him onely whoſe powerful 
Arm had brought thens »ut of Egypt, This is a thadow of the 
ſubjetion of the ſpiritual /ſrael fingly in ſpirit,” ro 
the Lord of ſpirits, who by his mighty arm” redeent» 
ech them out of ſpicicual s£gypr, Now mutt they bow to 0- 
ther lords no more, ({ſz.26.13.) asthey did bow in the land 
of A2ypt, ( oh, who can read this ! ) but bow alone at the 
Name of Jeſus, and beſubje& to the arm of his power in 
their ſpirits alone for ever. ; | 

The ſecond Commandment, T hat they (hould nt make any 
Images or I.kenefſes of things 12 Heavenoer Earth , or bow down to 

. them, isa ſhadow of what God requires of. {piriual /ſrae/ in 
the inward, whereall likeneſles, iuventions, imitations, re- 
ſemblances of what they have ſeen in the fpirit aboye,or be- 
neath in theearthly nature, they muft not make themſelves, 


nor bow to ſuch as any others make. .

And they muſt not take the Name ( of the Lord their Re- 
deemer)» 44:9, prerending to the [iving Power, when it ma« 
nifeſts not it ſelf in them, pretending to meerin the living 
Name, and to worſhip in the ſpirit , when they. are gone a 
whoring from it, and become ſtrangersto it, What ſhould | 
mention any more? Ir is cake ro obſerve, how the other com- 
mandments were ſhadows of the inward innocency and pu- 
rity, which the believer receives inwardly into his heart, from 
the powerful operation of the law of che Spirit of hfe in 
him, - 

Obj. But may any of theſe Laws be broken? if they may wot ke 
broken, then they are perpetual, 

Auf. The reaſon why they may not be broken, is not be- 
cauſe that the diſpenſation of them 1s ſtill in force , but be- 
cauſe the diſpenſation of the law of the ſpirit, comprehends 
all the righteouſneſs of Moſes his law: and the end of Chriſts 
diflolving that Covenant, was not that any man might have 
liberty to doany thing which is there manifeſted co be un- 
righteous; but that the righteouſneſs of it might be fulfilled 
in them who receive his law in the fpirit, which never cuuld 
be fulfilled by receiving of 2oſes his law in the letter, Rows $. 
4. And mark this diligently, ye that have been exerciſed in 
ſpirit towards God, The law of fin isnearer to us, then any 
Jaw of the letter can come; the covenant of Death and Hell 
- (with the laws thereof are written within by the finger of 
Satan; and that which blots them out muſt be as near , even 
an inward covenailt,. an inward writing from the Erernal 
Word in the heart, by the law of his Eternal Spirit of life. 

Thisthen is my A»fwer; Moſes his law in ſubſtance remains, 

as it is taken in by Chriſt and adminiſtred by him in ſpirit, 
but not as it was given in theletter to the Jews; for ſo it was 
-a ſhadow , making nothing perie&, bur making way for 
the berter hope, for the Covenant eſtabliſhed upon better 
promiſes, for the inward law of theſpirit of life in Chrift Je- 
ſus; which effe&s that in the ſpirics of his people, which Afo- 
fes his law could by no means do,

Arnſ, The ſubſtance of the law is Love: To Tove God above 
all (above all without, above all within ). and tolove one's 
Neighbor as onesſelf, To receive this Bve from God , and 
to bring it forth in his ſpirit; this is the ſubſtance of the law, 
chis is the thing which the law drove at in a ſhadow. The law 
is falfiiled 311 this one word Loye : but that love muſt beere- 
ceived from God which fulfils che law. A man may ftrive to 
love abundantly, and trive to obey in love,and yer fall ſhort 
of the covenant; but the Lord muſt circumciſe the heart a- 
fore that love can ſpring up , which fulfils the law , Dexter.

Obj. But doth not the Apoſtle Paul ſay, That by the law is the 
knowledge of ſin, and that he had not known luſt , except 
rhe law had ſaid, Thou fhalt not covet; plarzly referring to the 
tenth Commandment, which ſath,Thou ſhalt not cover? 

Anſ. By the law cutwardly was the knowledge of fin out- 
wardly to the people of the Fews; by the law inwardly is 
the knowledge of {in inwardly to the ſpirits of Diſciples. Now 
alittle confider and wait on the Lord to know, what admi- 
niſtration of the law it was that Pas! knew fin by : whether 
it was by Moſes his adminiſtration of the law in the letter, or 
by Chrifi*s Miniftration of his law to him in the ſpirit ?- It is 
rendred in our laſt Tranſlation , T how ſnalt not covet : but it 
might more properly be rendred, T hou ſhalt not luſt : For if 
enfvyis be properly rendered Lyſt, then # (9:u's:5 may as 
properly be rendred, / hou ſhalt not luſt. And he that hath re- 
ceived the adminiſtration of che law in che Spirit, knowerh 
it thus to ifſue forth from the Word of life, into his Spirit. It 
diſcovers the Juſts and affe&ions of the flch, which draw 
from the- yoke and ſubje&ion to the ſpirit; and then by a 
command from the living ſpirit, it hedgeth up the way afcer 
theother lovers,ſaying,T hox ſhalt not Iuſt.And as the law ofthe 
fleſh ariſeth, kindling defires after vanity , andafter fleſhly 
eaſe and delight : ſo the law of the ſpiric ariſes in che inner 
man, forbidding, pricking,ſtopping, and limiting that which 
would be at liberty out of the life and purity of the holy 
law.

from the very Letter,even as he hath opened itto others im. 
mediateliy by his Spirit, by cauſing them to fee] the thing 
which Pas/ telr, and to receive the Law as he received it,

forth the commandment, T hox [Halt not luſt, When he had con 
fidence

ftock of Iſrael, of the Tribe of Benjamin, an Hebrew of the 
Hebrews,as touching the Law a Thariſee,concerning Zeal per- 
ſecuring che Church; touching the righteouſneſs which 1s in 
the Law blameleſs, Ph1/.3.4,5,6, Here was a living man: and 
his exa& receiving the Minittration of che Law in the letter, 
was part of his life: fea but he had not received the com- 
mandment yet that flew him.

Bur when God, 
who cauſed the light co ſhine out of darkneſs, ſhined in his 
heart, when God begun the Work of the new Creation in 
him by bis living light, when the commandment came freſh 
from the Spirit { the commandment which was ordained to 
life, Kom.7.10. which the Miniſtration of the Law in the let- 
ter was not, no not to the Jews, bur another, Dext,z0.1 4,15.) 
then Pay/ began to feel the fting of death, and the Power of 
fin, which now aroſe up in its trength to retain one of its 
ſubje&s, and to keep the ſtronger man then he, from diſpoſ- 
ſeſſing him, if he.could, And now, how was poor Pay/ rent 
and torn, and harraſed by the Enemy, and made to ſee and 
feel his miſerable captivity , until he had paſſed throngh the 
death, and was redeemed from under lin, and conſgquent)y 
from under this bitter Miniſtration ofthe Spirit, by his holy, 
pure, and ſevere Law againſt fin ! for the man being dead, 
the law hath no force againſt the Seed,nor againſt that which 
3s one With, and lives in the Seed: And this is it he ſpeaks to 
the Romans concerning, who alſo were acquainted with this 
Miniſtration of the law, as 2.1. of this ſeventh chap.

Anſw, There is a double miniſtration of the Law of the 
Spiric : aſharp miniſtration againit 1in, and 'a freer mini- 
ration-in che renewed ſpirit. The miniſtration againſt {in 
pafſech away, as the (in is wroughr our : bur then che ſweet 
Spiricuall current and law of its holy and pure life in the re- 
newed Spirit, is more vigorous and tull. Sorhart the law of 
the Spiric remaineth for ever, bur its convittios, its re- 
proofs, its chaft:ſements towards the worldly pare, diminiſh 
and paſs away, as the worldly part is waſted ; and its ſweet

Anſw. The icope and drifc of the fourth Commiuandement 
yas to injointhe Jews to keep the Sabbath ftriftly as-a'fign, by 
torbearing all works, and fandtitying it asa day of reſt to the 
Lord, according to the law, Ezet. 20. 12, But the ſubſtance 
being come (* Chriſt, whois the body, Co/. 2. 17.) the day 
and reſt of the Spirit being known, the fign isatan end, and 
the thing {ignifyed takech place. Sothat che reſt' is now in 
Chriſt, chrou zh che Fairh, by his Spirit, wherethe worſhip 
is. And this in the Goſpel comprehends che time of worthip, 
the place of worlhip, and the worſhip it ſeIf (which are Spiri- - 
tual )where in ſubſtance all is known, in;oyed and ſulemni- 
zed,which was figured out in ſhadows underthe law.

4, /f the ſeventh days Sabbath,be not morall and perpetu- 
all, then how comes it to paſs that it was inſtututed, or appointed from 
the firſt Creation, when man by guilt ſtood in no need of a Saviour nor 
yet of ſuch a ceremony, Gen. 2.3. 

Anſw, That it was inſtitured or appointed from the firſt 
Creation,or that God intended co require of man the ob(er- 
vation of it had heabided in innocency, is not manifeſt in 
the Scriptures : but that God did then bleſs and ſan&ifie ic 
( in relation to theſervice he had for it ) chat is expreſſed in 
Scripture;Gez.2.2,3.And that this was one end for which he 
did ſanQihe it, namely that it might be for a ſign unto that 
people of the Jews { which was the people he choſe to ſer up 
his {igns and figures of the inviſiblechings among) the Scri- 
pture alſo teſtifies, Exod. 20 11, But what furcher meaning 
there is in it,and what relation ic hath toall the redeemed of

Quer, 5, If the ſeventh days Sabbath be not morall, and belong- 
ing both ts Fews and Gentiles : then how comes it to paſs that it was 
given to all men in Adam, whenthere was no difference between Jew 
and Gentile ? and was obſerved by command from the beginning, as 
appears by comparing together, Gen. 2, 3, and Ex3d, 16. 18,

Anſw. That it was given to Adam in innocency, or to all 
men in Adam, I do not find, nor do theſe places quoted 
make it manifeſt, But its being praiſed before the giving 
ofthe law , doth not prove its perperuity, or that it was. not 
given for align ; for circumcition was inſtituted and obſer- 
ved iong before the giving of the law, (Gez.17.) & ſacrificing 
long before thar, (Ge, 4. ) both which were ſigns of the in- 


ward, and not perperuall, as to the outward obſervation 
oithem. 
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Quer. E, !f whenour Lord Jeſu ſaith, Mat, 5, 18. that til! 
. beaver and earth paſs, one 'or or tittle [Forld in no wiſe paſ. s from the 
law. If he there meant wot the law of the ten Commindements, ex 
preſſed in Exod, 20, then what law d1d he mean ? 

Az. By the law is meant the whole miniſtration of 717-es,as 
by the Prophets, ver. 17. the whole n:iniftration of the Pro- 
phets: and that it is not to be reſirained to the ten Comman- 
dements,is manifeſt by the inſtances which Chriſt gives, more 
of which relate to other parts of the law, then to the Comman- 
dements : for there are but two inſtances out of the ten Com- - 
mandements, but there are four inſtances out of other parts of 
the law, as may be ſeen, ver. 31,33, 38. and 43. cf that Chap- 
eter. So that Chriſt doth not onely take in the ten Commande- 
ments, but he takes in the reſt of 17oſes his Miniſtry in the Spi- 
rit, not one jot of tittle whereof is to paſs, till it be all fulfilled; 
bur was to ſtandin the letter to the Jews its full ſeaſon,and then 
in che Spiric till all be finiſhed there alſo, 

The Law aud the Prophets were 1t:ll Foha, from that time the 
Kingdom of God began to be preached, Z»k, 16. 16. and both 
the law, Prophets,and 7oh» himſelf were to decreaſe and Chriſt 
and his Kingdom to increaſe. Chrift in this 5 of Xſatth. hail 
been preaching the Kingdom; declaring to whom it appertein- 
ed, and the bleſſedneſs of ſuch: Now this his manner of preach- 
ing might ſeem to derogate from the law of Aoſes, and from 
the Prophets, whoſe doaRrine and diſpenſation hereby he mighe 
ſeem to deſtroy. But Chriſt taketh away the occaſion of ſuch 
a miſ-apprehenſion, bidding them not think he came to deſtroy 
the Law or the Prophets; for he was not come for that end, 
but to fulfill. Wherein he doth theſe two things, 

Firſt, he eſtabliſheth that miniſtration of the law and Pro- 
phets for its ſeaſon, till it ſhould be fulfilled by him the ſub- 
ſtance, who was to fulfill all the righteouſneſs of it, It ſhould 
laſt ont its whole day, and ſhould not fail in theleaft tittle of te 

as he himſelfexplaineth it, L-&, 16. 17. ) til the heaven and 
earth of the Jews paſſed away, Heb, 12.27. £8, 

Secondly, He caketh in the ſubſtance of it into his own mi- 
niltration, and layech it more inwardly, and cloſely, and large- 
*]y upon the $p.rits of his AN 6 then ſes had done - the

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letter upon his Diſciples, But he doch not give it out in full,bux 
onely giveth a caſt co his Diſciples how ſtraicly he would mini- 
{ter it to them by His Spirit, as they came under his yoke, 
Matth. 11,29. which yoke is his Spirit or the law thereof, as 
Asſes his yoke was the law of the Letter, 

Now mark yer further, Chriſt doth not give out the letter 
for his law, ag it was delivered by 34:ſes : but requireth ſome- - 
what of his Diſciples, which comprehends the lecter. As now 
when he adminiſters the {aw againſc revenge, from whence 
murther proceeds, he doth not ſay,7 how [halt not kil as Moſes had 
faid to them of old time, but ſaith, thou ſhalt nor be angry 
withont a cauſe, nor give thy brother any provoking language, 
ver.2.2, Nor does he ſay,T hou ſhalt not commit adultery,but thon 
ſhalt not let out a luftfull took, nor ler in a luſtfull thought, v, 
28. And had he ſpoken here about the Sabbath, would he have 
adminiſtredit in the letter, or would he have commanded the 
obſervation of the true Sabbath, where no work is done, .no 
firekindled ( nor ſo much as any ſticks gathered to make a fire 
with ) nor no burthen born; but the Man-ſervant, the Maid- 
ſervant, the Oxe, the Aſs, and every creature reſts in the ſeed. 
T he Son of mas is Lard of the Sabbath, It is true he ſubjeted 
himſelfunder ihe law,but yer he was ſtill Lord : and he maketh 
all his, Kings and Prieſts to God, who being once baptiſed into 
his death, know alſo his reſurrection and reign. 

Ob ect. But all the other Commandements are ts be kept according 
to the letter, for althaugh it ſkould prove ſo,that believers are not bound 
t9 obſerve them by wvertue of Moles's minmſtration 1n the letter, but 
by yertue of the miniſtration of the Spirit, yet the Commandements 
themſel-es are kept : but takg away the outward obſervation of the 
Sabbath, and this Commandemezt ha:h no fulfilling at all according 
t9 the [etter. 

Anſw. This ariſeth from the different nature of the thing : 
for the other Commandements require or forbid that which is 
either good or evillin its own nature ; bur thisis but good or 
evill by inſtitution or command. To keep a Day, or not to 
keep a Day, is not good or evill in it ſelf. but asit is command- 
ed, or forbidden, or left at liberty in the Lord, and according 
as it is done or forborn by him, who receiveth the command 

; or 
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or prohibition,or is let into the liberty of the Goſpel, Rom, 1 4.5 
So that if the Nature of the thing required in this Commande, 
ment,had been alike withthe nature of thethings requiredor for- 
bidden in the o:herCommandements,it would have been as du- 
rabie after-the diſſolution.of that Covenant, as the other things 
therein contained were, which vaniſh rot in themſelves upon 
the diſſoluti on of that Covenant, but only paſs into an high- 
er way of diſpeniation, where they retain their full ve.tue 
and firengch, even according to the letter, though nor 
by vertue of the adminiltration of the letter, another higher 
and fuller adminiſtration of a better Covenant challenging and 
taking its own place, : 

Qa. 7. If the ſevemh Days Sabbath be net morall, but an atro- 
gated ceremony now ſince the death of Chriſt ; then wherefore ſhould 
aur Saviour wnſtrutt his beloved Apoſt les, that muſt iuſtruft Chriſtian 
Churches to pray, Mat. 24. 29. that they might not flie oa the Sab- 
bath, knowing that their flight would fall out more then thirty yeares 
after his death ? 

Aznſw. Great was the hardſhip the Jews under went in the 
fiege of Jeruſalem, by that apprehenſion of theirs chat they 
ought not to do any work (not ſo much as of defending them - 
felves) on the Sabbath, which hardſhip ſuch Diſciples of Chriits 
among the Jews, as could not eaſily bedrawn of from the law 
and Jewiſh obſervations, but ſtill were for circumciſion and 
'keeptng of an outward Sabbath, might be liable to : now. Chriſt 
and the Apoſtles after him, were not haſty to draw them from 
ſuch things, but for a time bore with them therein, infomuch 
that Pa»/ circumciſed 7 :29thy, and became to the: Jews as a 
Jew and to them that were under the law as under the law hime 
ſelf alſo, But the firength of the Query ſeems to lye in this,thar 
it ſhould bear the #ame of Sabbath fram Chriſt's own mouth, in rela- 
tion to ſomewhat which ſhould happen on it more then thirty years af- 
ter it (hold ceaſe to be a Sabbath. To which my Anſwer is plain, 
thac that may as well bear the name of Sabbath, as Jer»ſalexz 
or the Temple bear the name of the holy place, ver. 15. of che 
ſame chap. for JFernſalem and the Temple did as much ceale to be 
the holy place above thirty years after thoſe wordswere ſpoken, 


as the Jewiſh Sabbath could ceale to be the Sabbath, 
C2 ' Now 
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Now for the ſakes of ſuch as have been truly exerciſed in their 
ſpirits by the ſpirit of the Lord { and have felt the powerfull 
work of his grace, & a building raiſed up by him )& may yer be 
further exerciſed, ] ſhall add this. {erſalem was a type of an 
inward building in the Spirits of Gods people, both in its rear- 
ing up, in its ſcituation, in its ſtanding, in Gods dealing with ic 
all the time of its ſtanding, and laſtly in its downfall and utter 
deſolation. There is an appearance and building of God in 
the Spirits of his People, which is to give way to, and be ſwal- 
lowed up in a fuller and higher appearance. But the fleſhly ſpi+ 
rit, getting into this building, will not give way to the further 
and more inward & ſpiritual] appearance of the Spirit, but will 
have the firſt building ſtand as the building, and will entertain 
no further appearance of God, then as it can comprehend ir, 
ſubje@ it, and afford ira place in the farit building : Hereupon 
God diſtreſſeth Ae, even the City which Dad built ( ſaying 
within his heart, ſurely that which 1 have bnilt will T break, down, 
and that which I have planted will 1 pluck ap, even this whole land: 
So he cauſeth the overflowing ſcourge to pals, even over Thy 
whole land, O Immanyel ) Now when the enemy enters within 
the holy City and within the holy Temple, it is time ro fly, and - 
exceeding . great diſtreſs will befall that Diſciple, whoſe 
Aight is either on the Winter or on the Sabbath day. Do nor 
1magine ar this, l-ut if the Lord open it not at preſent, wait his 
ſeaſon : for the thing is true and ſealed, both by the openings 
of the Light eternall, and by ſenſible exerciſes and experiences 
from that Light. oy 

Thus I have anſwered ſuch of the Queries as concern the 
ſeventh days Sabbath.Such as ſeem to argue the unwarrant- 
_ avleneſs of obſerving the firſt day of che week for a Sabbath, 
l leave tothoſe to whom they are tendred { and of whom 
an Anſwer ſeems ſo conſcienciouſly & zealouſly defired, as 1 
donot ſee how it can be reaſonably negletted or denied)thar 
by weighty evidence of Scripture he may be reduced, if he 
hath erred : but if nor, bur it be truth vvhich he hath chere- 
in held forth,theLord may be honored in mens bovving and 
ſubje&ing to every truth of his , by vvhat inftruments ſoe-

a mans propoſing to himſelf char he will not Jult, or his firiving 
of himſelf co love and fear the Lord or his applying himlſelt co 
keep the Sabbath or reſt from fin to the Lord will do this, 
C Nay this is but an adminiſtration in the letter,and will prove 
weak againlt the inward {trength of the enemy ) bur receiving 
the Law in its pure living adminiſtration in the Spirir, and from 
the Spirit, here cones ſirength againi} the enemy, which is too 
hard for him, while it isabode in, And this the Apoſtle Pau/ 
taught the Galatiazs, who were running backward towards the 
Law, and not forwards in the Spirit : He bids them W2/k iz the 
Spirit, Gal,5.25, and ſo doing as they ſhould not be under the 
Law, ver.18$.S0 neither ſhould they be breakers of the Law : for 
within thoſe bounds ſin enters not, bur is kept out, rot ſo 
much as aluſt againſt the Law being there known, much leſs 
any open tranſgreilion againſt it: and againit ſuch as thus keep 
within the bounds of the Spirit there is no Law, wer. 22. 23. 
But againſt all that make themſelves dedtors to the Law of the 
letcer, there ſtands in force both the law of theletter & of the 
Spirit alſo;& they cannot in tharktate be free from the condem- 
- nation and curſe thereof, whatſoever they may imagine con- 
cerning themſelves, and their own ſtate, ſrom a mis-under- 
flanding and mis-appl:cation of the Scriptures. 


T he firſt Letter A nſwered. 


There is a double miniſtration of the Law : a miniſtration in 
the Letter, and a minifiration in the Spirit; The miniſtration 
of the Letter was by Aoſes, from mount $:2a:;, in Tables of 
ſtone, to that outward people the Jews : the miniſtration of 
the Spirit is by Chriſt, from mount 59», in Tables of fleſt;, to 

- believers or bis Diſciples. Now this is it which the Lord _—_ 
made 
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made manifeſt to me, that the Diſciples of Chriſt, or b*!ievers, 
are to have recourſe to their adminiſtration for the receiving 
of che law from the Spirit, and not to run back to that min:- 
ſtrarion which was litcerall and outward, and fitted to a litre- 
rall and outward people. This was more fully fer down in my 
Epittle in ſeverall particulars. Now in oppoſition to this,it is ſaid 
Frit That al! written in that Epiſtle, makes 8 more at all a- 
gainſt a Goſpel Spiritual obſerving 1n love the ſeventh day Sabbath 
. ro the Lord, then they make againſt a Goſpell Spiritmall ol ſerving of 
the other nine ( omandements. | 
Anſ. My Epiſtle ſtriketh not at a Goſpel Spiricua!l obſervati- 
on of any thing : but he that will obey Spiritvally, muſt receive 
his command from the Spirir in that way which the Spirit hath 
choſen to diſpenſe it to him in. Now the fame Spi:it, which 
wrote his [aw in theletrer under the o!d Covenant, writeth his 
law in the hearcs of believers 11nder the new Covenant, Heb, 
$ 10, whichisa better Covenant, and of which Covenanc 
Chriſt is the Mediator, er. 6- and Chriſt is as faithfull to give 
forth the Laws of his Spirit in the hearts of his people, as their 
condition requires them, as 7cſes was to give the Law written 
in the Tables of ſrone to his houſe, ev. 3.5.6, And as Moſes 
poinred his Diſciples to Chriſt coming in the fleſh, ſo Chriſt 
pointed believers or his Diſciples to the Comforter, the Spirit 
of (ruth, frſc to wait for him, and then to receive light or his 
law of Life from him : And this is Goſpel or New Covenant, 
even that which the Spirit ſpeaks or writes in the heart; and 
this hath power in ic and faveth, whereas the letter killeth, 
Now conſider ſeriouſly, whither ſhould a believer 'go for this 
laws? to which Covenant? to Moſes his Covenant, or to 
Chriſt's Covenant. 
Secondiy,7T hat all theſe Commands being holy and good,are to be lov- 


ed, and in oye ts be obſerved, Xe. 
Azxſ, All the Statuces, and JMgements and Ordinances,and 
Precepts of the Lord are holy and good, and are to be loved: 
but each js to be obedient to that which God requires of him, 
and to have recourſe to that miniſtration for tke law of God to 
h1m, under which God hath ſec him. He that believes, he that 
hath received the Spirit, is to have recourſe to the law of Fai _ 
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and to the Spirit for his light or law : he who- was under the 
law of ſes, was to have recourſe to the law of A7oſes : for 
the law of 17ſes ſpake to them who were under it in his fami- 
ly,giving forth the precepts or commandements of chat diſpen- 
facion, to them who were under his Teſtament, Heb,9g. 20, And 
Chriſt ſpeaks to his family by his Spirit, whom his Diſciples are 
ro hearken ungo, and not.to grieve him,or quench his motions, 
or deſpiſe his propheſyings, but give diligent heed thereto, un- 
till the day dawn and the day-Star ariſe in their hearts. 

Now to obey in love, doth not make the diltintion of the 
miniſtrations : for love belongeth to each miniſtration. The 
Jews in their day were to obey the law in love,and co have it in 
their hearts, Deat, 6.5, 6. But this makes the difference, the 
Jews were to ſeek to the letter for it, the Diſciple is to receive 
it from cheSpirit:for he is to begin in theSpirit,Ga/.3.3.Where- 
as the Jews beginning was in the letter. And this is obedience 
in the newneſs of the Spirit,when the law is received freſh from 
rhe Spirit”, who both writes new things and brings to rem: me 
brance old things livingly and powerfully : but to go to Moſes 
miniſtration aad learn it there, and get it inro the heart from 
thence, that's according to the old miniltration or Covenant, 
which was given in thelerter to the Jews; as may appear in that 
pl ace laſt cited, Dext, 6.5. 6, 

4 Thirdly That 12 the ſame ſpirit and love, that we have the 
Lird for our God, Cc, in the ſame we are t9 remember the Sabbath 
day to keep it holy. 

Azſ. The Lord teacheth believers to know him to be the on- 
ly true God, &c. by the Law of the Covenant of life in Chriſe 
Jeſus, which he miniſters to their Spirics in the Spirit; where- 
by he teacheth chem ſo clearly and effe&ually, that they need 
not run back to the Tables of 1ſes his Covenant; from thence 
ro teach one another to know the Lord, but they ſhall all know 
him from this teaching from the leaſt to the greateſt: yea, 
.andI may add this, This Covenant by its miniſtration teachech 
more clearly, then the miniſcration of ſes his Law in the 
letter could teach, Heb, 8. 10, 1i. They that have been with 
Moſes, and have learned the Law of him,under the minifcration 
of his Covenant, have yet need of coming to Chriſt ; but ws 
| tac 
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that have been with Clhriit, and "8 learned the law of his 
Spirit, by the teachings of tl.e new Covenant in their hearts, 
havenot need of being fenc back to Moſes. Hoſes pointeth 
forward to Chriſt, bur Chrilt ( even jn che fleth) tengerh nor 
his Diſciples from his own difpeniation back ' ro sſes 
(chough he alſo citablithed che diipenſarion of Moſes for its 
ſeaſon) but pointeth them forward to the Comforter, or to 
his appearance in the Spirit. And thisis che maikofa Chii- 
{tian, which itis the intent of the letter to dire him to,and 
not for him tv hix in tie ietter, as men have done fince the 
Apoltacy from theSpirit. 

This Argument is turther inforced thus, becauſe he that 
ſaid the other, [4d this$in the ſame Law and $ pirit. 

Azxſ. Icis truehe that ſaid the other by Moſes to the Jews, 
ſa1dthis alſo to them, and they wereſtriftly bound thereto: 
buc chat which binds the Diſciple is che miniſtration of the 
new Covenant, where Chriſt writes this Law in the minds 
and ſpirits of his people, by which they are bound, and 
{uch as as are out of that the Lord when he cometh to ex- 
amine them concerning their faich and obedience, will ſay 
ro them, Who hath required this at your hands ? Were ye. childrex 
of the New Covenant ? Did ye receive the Spirit ? had ye a mea= 
ſare of faith given you ? were ye new creatures? Why did ye not keep 
to your rule ? Why did ye not wait on: the Spirit,and recerve the Law 
from the New Jeruſalem, from wheace it ij[nes forth to the family 
of belizvers?

Ic is ſaid yet further, So hat if thou keepeſt the other, and: not 
this, thou art a trauſgreſſor of he ROY AL LAW OF L ls 
BERTH, -::; Fr 

Arſ. What 1sthe Royall Law? what isthe Law of Liber- 
ty? Was the lawas it was adminiſtred by 17oſes, the Royall 
Law? oris it the Royall Law as ic is adminiſtred by the 
Son, whois the King of Saints, and writes his law in their 
heartsas their King? Again, was the law, which Moſes ad- 
miniſtred to the Jews, a law of Liberty, cra law of bondage ? 
did not the minittration on mount S:za; gender to bondage, 
Gal. 4, 24* but in the miniſtration of the law by che Spirit 
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is life and liberty, ver. 26. and n Cor. 3. 17. And this very 

law, T how ſhalt love thy neighbour as thy ſelf is Royall, and a 

law of pure liberty, and there is no bondage 1n it thus admj- 

niſtred : but Jet any man now read it in the letter, and 

ſtrive to obey it to the utmoſt he can, he thall find it weak 

chrough the fleſh, accuſing and mbondaging him. And this 

is the reaſon that Chriſtians ſo mourn in their prayers, even 

as perſons in bonds, becauſe they know not the Royall law 

of liberty,becauſe they fee] not rhe love which the Spirit be- 

gets, but ſtrive to get the letter into their hearts, and to an- 

twerthe Commands in the letter with what love and obe- 

dience they can come at ; and this ( through not ſeeing in- 

tothe true Covenant and miniſtry of Chrift ) they call o- 

beying in the Spirit, The teſtimony of Jeſus, Rev, 12. I7. 

iS the Spirit of prophecy, chap. 19. 10. and his Commande- 
ments come freth trom that Spirit of prophecy, which are to 
be caken heed to, till the day dawn and the day-ftar ariſe, 

and then a fuller miniſtration is witneſſed then that of 
prophecy, even the ſhining and appearing of that which was 

propheſied of, which every believer is to wait for in the pro- 
pheltes of the Spirit, and in obegience co thoſe Commands, 
which'comelivingly into his heart from the Spirit of prophe- 
fie. 

Fourthly. That the fourth Command ts to be in love hept by all 
believers. 

Arxſ. All the Commands of Chriſts Covenant are to be 
kept by believers, according as he pleaferh to diſpence them, 
under his adminiſtration in the New Covenant : but the 
laws cf the Old Covenant are not the laws of the New Co- 
venant, as ſo diſpenſed, but only asthey are comprehended 
in the righteouſneſs, which 1s taught and required by the

Nor do I hereby go about to teach any to, break the leaſt 
of Chriſt's Commands, bur the way to fulfill them, which s, 
by keeping to the certain knowledg and obedience of them, 
in thag miniftration, where Chriſt hath promiſed co diſpenſe 
and make them known to believers, which is, under the mi- 
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niſtry of his own Covenant,wricingthem inther hearts and 
minds by his Spiric- And here the keeping of all Chriits 
Commands is poflible, yea this is che onely way to have the 
righceoufneſs of the Law fulfilled in us: for he that keeps the 
eye which theſpiric hach opened in him, clote to the Spirit, 
{ſha}l nor be able co break auy law ot righteouſne(3, bur che 
righteouſneſs even of 1Lſes his law hall be fulfilled in him. 

Chriſt is the reſt of the Golpel( as he is alſorhe holy land) - 
believing is theentring into this relt; herc?; his Sabbath, 
and thekeeping cfic, Keep in the faith, che Golpel relt 1s 
kept. Parting with every luſt that he makes manifeſt, obſer- 
ving every thing thac chis King calls for by his Spirit, and 
waiting for the further manifeitation or ſhining of the Lighr 
ot his Spirit in the heart, here*s the. obedience of the faith, 
and the holy and ſpirituall life and ſubje&ion of the living 
ſoul co its iving King, Here's the beginning ofa true Chri- 
{tian, bis growth, his perfe&ion. Bur as for times, places, 
perſons, &c, theſe are of another nature, to another part, 
. even to thar part in man which is to be done away, as hee 
comes into the faith, and into the reſt, Let chat which is in- 
vilble, whoſe habircation is out of the reaſoning part, feel 
and read me in that which is inviltble; for I do not make 
vaid the jaw by faith, or chrough publiſhing che miniſtry of 
the Spirit, bur eſtabliſh it in its miniftration in the Spirit to 
che Diſciplesof Chriſt ; who, keeping to the Spirit, cannot 
tranſgrets the righteouſneſs of it, though they may there” 
learn not toefteem one day above another, but to eſteem 
every day no days having ever had any reall holineGG 
in them one above another, but only a figurative or repre- 
ſ{entative, which the ſubſtance,Chritt and his Goſpel ſwallow 
up : for as his day dawns, thole things which were the ſha- 
dows of it fly away. .

Anſ. The Goſpeil 1s a a -e/ TR of fulfilling the 
typesand ſhadows ofthe Law, by bringing believers inco 
the pcſlefſion of that which they fiznified of. Canaan was 
a type of Chriſt, who is the Jand of che living, in whom every 
believer hath an habitation at preſent, according to the 
proportion of his faith : and the Sabbath is the day of ret, 
which every believer is to celebrate to Chrift in tbis koly 
land, which he doth by believing and obeying his Spirit in 
the faith, which keepeth him out of the (in, che unbelief, the 
unreſt. But that the Sabbarh of the law the reſt thereof,

LN” all the fix days, by 
all that will reſt with him on the ſeventh, and tha: defire to 
ceaſe from their labours 1n the fruition of the faith, rhe life, the 
power; the faich,the life, the power living, b-coming and per- 
forming all in chem. And he that doth not improve the Talent, 
he that doth not follow on in the pure light, bur eicher firs 
down by the way, or is deceived with an Image of what once 
vvas true in him, he can never arrive attheland of re!t (though 
perhaps he may ariive at that which he may call ſo } but, when 
the eternall witneſs awakes in him, he will find che want of it, 
and bitterly bewail his grievous miltake. 
Novv in th:s hard travel,and grievous l:abour under the cloſe 
lavvs and ſpirituall Commandements of the life { hard I mean, 
L/ yea, very hard to the unrenewed part, though eaſie and natural 
"Ao that which is renewed and born /of God ) it pleaſerh the 
Lord novv and then to give a day of refreſhment, cauſing his 
life ſo powerfully to ſpring up,that ic even ſenfibly is, and doth 
all in the heart. Thisis a Sabbath, wherein the ſoul reſts in che 
povverfull movings and operations of the lite, and doth nos 
tind any ſtreſs of trouble, or hardſhip or labour upon ic, bur 
fits ſtill in the povver, is at eaſe in the lifezin the etertal vercue, 
vvhich lives, and movesand is all init: and no pain,no trouble, 
no grievouſneſs ofany Command is felt, but to ir ail: is eafie, 
all is natural, all is purely pleaſanc, che life ( to vvhich all ics 
own lavys, Statutes, ordinances, judgements, ways and paths 
are eafle | performing all it calls for, even as falt asic calls for 

it, And here not only a Saboath of days, but alſo a Sabbath of 
vveeks, yea ſometimes a Sabbath of years ( beſides the everla- 
ſtingJubilee or year of perfeCt redemption it ſelfe )are known 8 
vvitncſled by ſuch as bave vvaited on the Lord, in ſingleneſs of 
heart under the yoke of his Spirit, for the bringing down of the 
rough and untovvard nature,and for the raiſing up of the meek 
and loyvly hearr. 

Bur here it is exceeding eaſte,running out and farting aſide: 
it is eaſie running out from under the yoke to 2void the bitter- 
neſs of th: hardſhip to the earthly part ; it is much eaſier run- 
ning our on the day of reſt,and ſo loofing the truth in a joy and 
rejoicing, even ſuch an one as might have a true ground, Oh 
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who can but thiak the bitterneſs of death is paft, when all ene- 
mies are vaniſhed, and there is nothing left bur che Lord and 
the ſoul imbracing each other ! and who can bur be unwilling 
to come back again to hs labour, and to the reſidue of his hard 
eravel afterwards! and yet it is far. better to return to the 
work in the Vineyard, and to ſuffzr again with the ſeed, then 
to keep up the reſt in a notion, and ſo to loſe the life and pure 
preſence and vertue of the ſeed, when it returns unto and cals 
back to the labour. Oh how many have periſhed here, ſuffer- 
ing a divource from that which [ed them into the reſt, not be- 
ing willing to go back again with it to fill up the reſidue of ics 
ſufferings, which were yer behind, and ſo have kept up a falſe, 
dea4,notional ret,afcer the true Sabbath was ended. 
Now there is no way for ſuch, but to wait to feel the living 
breath, the quickning vertue, the day-ſpring from on high, 
which by the brightneſs of its riſing can diſcover this falſe reſt, 
* this dead reſt, this notionall reft, this eaſe in the earthly, in the 
fleſhly, in the underſtanding part, which they uphold by 
things they have formerly gathered from the Scriptures, or 
from their own ( perhaps onceliving ) experiences; but now 
bold, out of the feeling and poſleſfion of the life, in the dead 
part. But that it is thus with them, they can never ſee, untill 
the light, from which they have erred, ſpringup and diſcover 
- it to them : and when the lighc doth arife and diſcover it, they 
will find the way of recurn and the path of redemption much 
more difficult to them, then it was at firſt» Yetit is better to 
part which the eaſe of the fleſh, and to undergo the pangs of a 
new birth, then to miſs of the inheritance in the good land. 
There are three ſteps or degrees of the bleſſed eſtate: Firſt There 
are deſires, thirſtings and breathings begotten after the life. Se- 
condly, There is a /abouring 17 the [ervice (under the yoke )by the 
vertue which ſprings from the life. Thirdly, There is a Reſt, or fic- 
ting down aweaſe 2 the /ife, By the ſtirring of life in the ſoul, | 
de.ires after life are kindled : he,in whom the deſires are kind- 
led,and who feeleth the eternall vertue, cannot bur be running 
the race: he whom the Spirit of the Lord findech faithfull in 
running the race, it pleaſeth the Lord ever and anon to be gi- 
ving him a taft of the reſt. Thus the ſpring ſtirring, the ſoul 
Ccan- 
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cannot but move towards its center : and as it entre:thinto,and 
fixeth in irs center, it partaketh of the reſt. N w to know the 
leadings of the Spirit forward and backward into theſe ( into 
deſires, when ke pleaſech,into che labour and ſcrvice of the life, 
when hepleaſeth ; into the ſweet reit and perfect repoſein the 
life, when he pleaſe.h; ) here is the ſafety and ſweer progreſs 
of the renewed ſpirit, Thar man who is born of the ſpirit, is to 
wait for the 6:ovings,breathings and kindlings of the Spirit in 
him : and when the Sun ariſech, he is co go forth to his labour 
in the light thereof, and in the night and with- 
drawing of the Sun, to retire: And when his ſe- 
venth day of reſt comes, he is to” receive it from, and 
enjoy it in the Spirit; and afterwards co be willing to begin 
his week again, even till his whole race and the tull courſe of his 
Pilgrimage be finiſhed. Yet if it were poffible for man after he is 
come to Chritt, to abide perfetly with him, to ceaſe from luft, 
to keep within the faith, to draw naturally in the yoke, to bow 
in the Spirit continually to the Father of Spirits, there would 
be 3 continual! Sabbath kept in the paſſage, even Bey the 
grear,full and perfect Sabbath in the end. The hardneſs, and un- 
eaſe of the labour, is becauie of a pare contrary to the lite, 
which when it is worn our, there will be no more labour, bur 
the yoke will become the reſt, and all che motions and operati- 
ons of life will low forth uaturally in the reſt. And here isthe 
Patience and Faith of the Saints, to wait unider the yoke, under 
the daily croſs to that Part which.is to be brought and kept un- 
der,till all the bonds of Captivity be broke through by the life, 
and.the vail of fleſh rent from the to to the bottome'( the re- 
maining of which,is that wh:eh ſtops the free current of life) 
and then ſhall the ſoul enter into che holy of hol es, obtaining the 
full poſſeſſion of the everlaſting inheritance and of the eternall 
redemption, and know ſorrovv, tears, bonds, lickneſs, death, 
captivity ( no nor ſo much as grapling with them,or travelling 
out of them ) no more, but theenjoyment of the plenty and 
fulneſs of the life reaping all che pleaſant fruits of life, in the 
rich land of life for evermore. |

Hat great Love, Mercy ard Kindneſs Gd ſhewed to 
that People, above al! Nations and Feoples undey 
Heaven, Of his own tree love he ſec his heart up- 

on them , chuſing them co be a People to himfelf, 

He brought chem our of Erypt by a mighty band and ou:ſtretch- 
ed Arm; he mightily preſerved them in, and led them through 
the Wildernets. He entred into a Covenant with them to be- 
come their God, and berrothed them unto himfelf for his own 
Lot and Inheritance. He gave them righteous Laws, Judgments, 
Statutes and Ordinances, both of W orſh p towards him, and of 
an upright Demeanour and Converfation amorg themle]ves and 
cowards all men. He drove out the Heathen from before them, 
and gave them a pleaſant Land to poſlets, even the glery of ad 


Lande, a Land flowing with Milk and Honey. He-built an ha-

bitation for himſelf among wp No a moving SanQuary or 
Taberaacle, afterwards a more ſetled abiding place or Temple 
({ which So/omon built) wherein was the Ark of his preſence , 
where he was to be foughtunto and enquired of by them, and. 
towards which their Prayers were to be directed, and thece was- 
a Mercy-ſear, whereof they had large experience, and he eyer 
and anon ſent Prophets among them, to reprove their errors and 
blackſlidirgs, and to ſet them to rights again, He raiſed up 
Judges likewiſe to defend them : and although they were weary 
of his Government, defiring a King after the manner of the Na- 
tions lo vehemently, that they. even forced a King from him, yer 
he took him away fromtihem, and after him choſe a man after 
| his own heart, 10 feed Jacob his People and Wie bis Inherits 
tance, who fed them accordr & to the integrity of his heart, and 
grurded them by the hilfnlneſs of his hands. What ſhould I 
lay more ?, what was wanting of Love, of Care, cf Goodneſs, of 
Kindneſs, of Mercy, of Gentlerels, of any thing that a People 
could defire of cheir God ? I ſay, what was wantirg of all this 
on Gods part? What could he have doge more for his V ine- 
yard,chan he did do ?

7ea 
in all their afflictions he was afſlifted , aud ihe Angel of his pre» 
ſence ſaved them ; And he was fill ready to fay in his heart , 
Swrely they are my People, Chiluren thit will not lie, ar lecoth 
they will ſee their error; repent and be.true ro me: infomuch 
as he, was neyer weary of ſaviug them, of trying them again and 
again, of ſtirring up his Bowels :of Loye and Pitty ro Redeem 
them, of ſending; his Seryants and Prophets among them to warn 
and reclainthewn,. even till at laſt it was manifeſt char chere was 
ao remedy but ke mutt calt them cf; and provoke them to jea- 
loufie by a. fooliſh Nation ( Der. 32, 20, 21.) drawing them 
nigh to him, who had been Worſhipping Stocks and Stones, ma- 
king chem become a People, who had long been no People, and 
caſting theſe our of bis hght, makirg them become no —_ b

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who had ſo long been his ao peculiar People, in Covenant 
With him, and nigh unto him above all the Families of the Earth. 

Confid. I 1. What conſtant Rebellion and ſtiffneſs of Spirit 
that People all along expreſſed towards the Lord, what wild fowrs 
Grapes they {V]l brought forth ro. h:m,ſowre Love, ſowre Obcdi- 
ence, ſowie Worthip and Sacrifices, juch as the pure pallare of 
the Lord could find no reliſh nor ſavour in :;, but as Moſes had 
told them , that it was not for their Righteouſneſs God chote 
them co give them che good Land to poſlels, for they were a 
Rebellious and fiff-necked People, Dex. 9g. 6, 7. So it was not 
for their Goodrets,that God continued his loye to them, for they 
were all along proyoking him, Fer. 44. 4. When God came to 
ſhew that great Mercy to them of Redceming them our of Egypr, 
and bid them calt away their Idols, they would not calt away 
their Idols, Eck. 20. 7, 8, neither Cid they regard that Mer- 
cy of Redemption from the Houle of Bondage, and from the I- 
ron Furnace , but ſaid ro Zoſes it was berter for them to (tay in 
Ezypt and to ſerve the Egyptians, Exod, 14. x2, Again in the 
Wilderneſs , how dtd they provoke him a!l that forty ycars of 
Mercy, how did they err in their hearts from his pure fear, and 
from Love to him, and from Faith and Confidence in him ! how 
did they murmur againſt him, and againft Moſes and Aron 
their Leaders! how did they forget his Works and his Won- 
ders continually,! When they came near the Land, and ſhould 
have gone in to poflels ir, then they would not, but repincd and 
rebelled becaule of the talnets-and (trength of the Enemy , and 
of their Cities : and when they were forbid to go , then they 
would go and fight with them.

account ? This is yery neceſlary and proficatble tor them to con-

fider, that they-may not be looking that way for Mercy and Fae 
your from God, in Which it is ceyer to come, and fo have their 
eyes and hearts diverted from that way accordiag to which it is 
ro come : for this mult needs put them back exceedingly, if their 
eyes be looking our one Way, and the Love of God hath chos 
{en another channel to 1un rowards them in, This may make 
them refuſe the very Mercy, Love and Redemption when 1t 
comes, lulpecting it nct to be ir, becauſe it comes not in the way 
and after the manner that they look for it. Now God hath ex- 
preily taid, that when he j}13!l be pacified cowards them and ſhall 
look again upon them with an eye of Fayour to do them good, 
it ſhall not be by their Covenant ( which could never laſt, bur 
was ill brokefnon cheir parts) but by his own everlaſting Cove- 
nant, Which he would eſtabliſh to them , Ezck, 16, 60, &c, Ir 
would therefore diligently be enquired by them, 177hat Coverant 
it ts which ts called their Covenant , weiſ, 61, And what ( ove- 
nant it is which tis callcd Gods Covenast, veil.

Anſz, Their Covenant is that whjch they entred into with 
God, the Covenant that thgr hearts choſe to unite with God by :

Will, they would obey it. Go thett rear (laid they to AZofes ) and 
hear all that the Lord ownr God ſpall ſay, ard ſpeak thor 27to Bs 
ell that the Lord our God ſhall ſpeak unto thee, aid we will bear 
it and doit, Deut, 5.27. Thus they thought, but the Lord knew 
otherwils, for © faith the Lord that there were ſuch an heart in 
them, &c. verl, 29. and 1eſes knew otherwiie, he knew tha;

Futting his Fear in the Heart, writing his Laws in the 
Mind, pouring of pure clear Water upon them to waſh away the 
poliuttons of their inward parts, circumciting the fith cf the Rcart, 
healirg the backfliding Nature by creating of a 11ghe Spirit 
Within , and,kzeping of the created Spirit right by the preience 
of that Spirit which created it : See Fr, 31,31; 32. Exch, 36, 
25, &c, Hoſea 14. 4. This is God's Covenant, this is the new 
Covenant, Which is to be made with the Houle of 1/r2e! and 
Judah when God redcems them : and they can neyer be re- 
deemed but by this Covenant , but are to remain defolate , until 
the Spirit be poured our from on high upon them, 7fai.

Tt er Priclis and Levites Tipes of the Spiritual Prieft- 
hood, which was to offer the pure offering and Spiritual Sacritices 
among the Gentiles ? A1alac, x, 11. Mark that place, if ic did 
not plainly foretel the caſting oft of the Jews, with the rejecting 
of their Ofterings, Priefts and Levites, and Ged's rai iro up 2 {eed 
among the Gentiles, where he would have a more acceptabie 
People and Worthip , even a pute Spiritual People, and a pure 
Spiritual Offering, | 

Secordly, If they were Types, Repreſentations,or Shadows of 
lomwhat Spiritual to come, then were they not to give place to 
that which is Spiritual when ic came, and fo.to be twallowed up 
in it? Is nor the Spiritual Glory, the Glory ? the inward Jew,the 
Jew indeed ? the circumcifion of the Heart, the choice circumci- 
1:on ? the offering up of praiſe and of a broken Heart , the accept- 
able Sacrifice ? the Land of Life 3nd Righteouſnels, the true Land 
of reſt to the living by Faith? 1s not che Spiritual City, Houle, 
or Temple which God builds, the Jerrſalem or Temple of the 
new Covenant ?
